
The Pintail Duck.— (Daflla Acuta.)

This duck, which is more commonly known in the Eastern States as 
the sprigtail, is the first of the fresh water ducks to make its appear¬ 
ance with us in the Spring. Early in February, if the Winter 
shows signs of breaking, long liueB of sprigtails may be seen high 
in air directing their course to the North, and alighting on our 
rivers,creeks and larger ponds for rest and food, as occasion offers 
or necessity requires. The sprigtail is a hardy duck and a great 
traveler; breeding very far North, and wintering, naturalists tell 
us, as far South as Panama, and even to Cuba. Dr. Coues says 
that he found it nesting throughout most of the Northern parts of 


They are expert fly-catchers, and when the meadows have been 
suddenly overflown, the sprigtails have fine feeding on the myr¬ 
iad’s of insects that arc driven by the waters to And a place of 
i safety in the grassy patches above water. 

At such times they are accompanied by the widgeons, who arc 
fond of the same diet, and quarrels between the two are by no 
means uncommon, and I have Been a sprigtail set upon by some 
6clf-iinportant squirt of a widgeon and robbed of many a juicy 
fly. 

Though, as above 6tuted, tlio sprigtail is a shy duck, it does not 
equal in tliat respect the dusky duck and some others. It rarely 
makes continued circles In flights around the spots in which it in 
tends to alight, and when pitching down to the decoys comes 


ducks that I have never been able to rightly understand. How 
it may be with the true sea ducks I cannot, say, as I have had no 
experience in sea fowl shooting. 

When I come to speak of the dusky duck in a future letter, 
I shall give some instances that have come under my personal 
observation that will go far to prove that that wildest and shiest 
of all our inland ducks sometimes forgets what is due to his safe¬ 
ty, and in ways most singular. 

Along the sea coast the sprigtail makes its Autumnal appear¬ 
ance about the lirst of October, and on our rivers a week or ten 
days later. I have never noticed them at this season in such large 
flocks as during the Spring flights, though I cannot state positive¬ 
ly that they only come in small parties. Forester in his “Field

and watchful duck, though at times they depart from this rule lu 
a very marked degree. 

Though Dr. Coues terms the sprigtail “emphatically a river 
duck," it is very common'along the Atlantic coasts of New Jersey 
at Baruegat and other points, though not, of course, in such 
numbers as the true sea ducks. Inland, along the Delaware 
meadows, where only I have shot them, they are often found In 
small parties of half a dozen Individuals, and a single bird will 
sometimes be found. They often fly in company with the mal- 
lards, the widgeons, and the teals, and sometimes with the dusky- 
ducka. The sprigtails delight in wide streams and broad, shal¬ 
low pools; generally alighting In the open water, and passing the 
middle of the day there, dressing their feathers and taking things 
easy. In the early morning, and again late in the afternoon, 
they swim In to the shores and to the little grassy Islets to feed. 


straight at them, and as determinedly as if—as the gunners say— 
it had been “sent for.” When large flocks are feeding, or Bitting 
on open water, they are hard to approach, os some one of them 
is constantly on the lookout. Still, an old hand can even then 
approach within shot it he has patience. Occasionally large 
flocks may be approached with very little to cover the sportsman 
from their sight, and I remembor once walking to within sixty 
yards of a flock of perhaps forty of these ducks, with nothing to 
screen me from their view but a fence post, and I killed one 
duck on the water and a second as they rose. From the fact 
that, on leaving the water, they came directly towards me, I 
concluded at that time that they could not have seen me. Since 
then, I ha v e seen so many such Instances occur that 
I conclude these ducks to be not always so shy 
as they are generally represented. This seeming temporary Want 
of their usual caution Is a feature in the habits of our fresh water 


Sports,” says: “This species is seldom found in the Middle 
States and Eastern States in such large flocks as it would appear 
to use In the West.” He must certainly have refered to their 
numbers during Autumn only. During the Spring flights I have 
frequently seen hundreds together, both on the water and on the 
wing. Although the sprigtail Is not very particular in its choice 
of food, it is, when well fed, a good table duck. A full grown 
bird ahd in good order will weigh from two to two and a half 
pounds. When flying they look to be larger than they really are, 
owing to their length of neck, wrings and tall. Their flight la 
rapid, and when migrating they keep high in air. I have 
often known them to alight with the tame ducks, and have shot 
them at such times; but it is proper in me to add that I have only 
seen this occur in the case of solitary individuals, or with small 
parties of three or four. “Forester” mentions an instance of hiB 
having shot a sprigtail over a dead point from a setter, and I have

Cheater Park—Fall Meeting. 

FIRST DAY, Oct. 16. 

Finer Fall racing weather than on the opening day was never seen. 
For once the fickle iade, Fortune, smiled upon (he Chester Park Driv¬ 
ing Association and gave it a day long to he remembered with pleasure. 
The attraction was equal to the day, and tbe attendance commeusurute 
with both. In fact, the crowd was immense, greater, we think, than the 
one which witnessed Goldsmith Maid’s efforts on the Fourth of July. 
Its magnitude proved what has often been asserted and never dis¬ 
proved, that Cincinnati always patronizes whatever is worthy of pat¬ 
ronage. 

The first race, which was for a purse of $ 1,000, for horses that had 
never beaten 2.4U. The following horses contended: Andy Meshon, 
Nancy Hackett, Cottage Girl. Lucille, Nettie C. aud Kiltie Bates. Me- 
ebon was the favorite in the pools, selling for $35 to $25 for Hackett. aud 
$15 ou the field. 

First Heat— After five false starts they got tbe word with Hackett in 
the lead, closely pressed by Cottage Girl aud Nettie C. In Ibis way tbe 
quarter was reached in 30. Nettie moved up ou the upper turu, and, at 
tne half-mile post, was abreast of the Girl and but a short distance be¬ 
hind Nancy, who was trottiug as steady as a clock. Ou the backstretch 
Nettie pulled out and lapped and collared Nancy at tbe three-quarter 
pole, but the pace wus too much for her. for she left her feet, coming lu 
on a dead ruu. Nancy kept her gait without a skip, aud went under the 
string a clear two lengths ahead In 2:31. Cottage Girl was second, Net¬ 
tie C. third. Kitty Bates fourth, Andy Meshon. who broke badly several 
times during the heat, fifth, and Lucille was distanced. 

Second Heat.—Huucy brought $55 in the pools to $35 on Nettle C. 
and $20 for the field. John Briggs got up bebiud Nettie C. lu place of 
her first driver, uud her tautru ms delayed the Btart considerably. At 
last they got away, Nancy taking tbe lead. She kept it to tbe quarter- 
pole, which woe made in :33*. but on the upper turn shu broke badly, 
and could not be pulled down to her gait uulil all the others had got 
by her. Nettie C. was first to the half-mile in 1:15*, with Meshon sec¬ 
ond aud Kiltie Bates third. Going urouud the lower turu. Meshon 
trotted steadily, aud lapped Nettie, QDd going up the backstretch it 
looked as though be would lake the heat. Nettle went ander the string 
in 2:28, the wlnuer of tbe heat; Collage Girl was third. Nancy Hackett 
fourth, and Kitty Bates was distanced for ruuning. The driver of the 
latter claimed that Briggs, tbe driver of Nettie C., had fouled him, but 
the judges, after hearing the testimony on the subject, disallowed the 
claim. 

Third Heal.- In the pools Hackett sold for $35, Meshon for $32 and 
the field for $20. After three futile attempts they got the word. Cot¬ 
tage Girl in the van. The quarter was reached in :39. and tbe half-mile 
in 1:17. Ou the backstretch Meshon exhibited a epleudid buret of 
speed, and forged to the front, and kept it after with ease, coming In 
wiooer by Tour lengths iu 2:32: Cottage Girl was second, Nancy Hackett 
third, and Nettie C. a very bua fourth. 

Fourth neat. —Meshon sold the favorite in the pools, briugiug $30 to 
$12 for Hackett, aud $6 for the field. At the second attempt they were 
sent awuy in good order. Meshou at once took the lead, with Cottage 
Girl second, Nancy Hackett tl ird. and Nettie C. traillug bebiud. They 
never varied their relative positions during the beat, aud Meshon 
Jogged home five lengths ahead iu 2:32*. Nettie C. was distanced. 

Fifth Heat. —It was now a foregone conclusion that Meshon would 
win, barring au accident, and do pools were sold on the beat. Splan 
wus put behind Nancy Hackett iu the hope that he might send her to 
the front, but, though he drove her in admirable style, the sequel 
proved that the hope was fallacious. At the word, Meshon first, Nancy 
at her wheel, aud Cottage Girl close behind her. Meshon wou the heat 
by a neck in 2:30; Cottage Girl was third, 

The second race was between Karas, to harness, and his rival, Qreat 
Eastern, under saddle, for $1,IKX), and was the event of the day, The 
heats of this race, as were some of the 2:25 class, were sandwiched be¬ 
tween those of the first race. 

First Heat.—No pools were sold on the race. They started off at a 
clipping gait, Great Eastern having the pole. Before they bad got 
around the lower turn Great Eastern broke and Kurus took the lead. 
The big fellow excited admiration by the speedy muuuer in which he 
got back to his gait,aud going up the backstretch he lapped the favorite 
and carried him off bis feet. The quarter-pole was passed In 35, and the 
half-mile in 1:11. At. the lower turu Rarus made another break, and 
lost some ground, aud at tbe throe-quarter pole, which was reached iu 
1:47, he was three leugths behiud. Great Eastern made a little skip on 
the lower turu, but he was pulled down almoet immediately and won 
the heat by sixty feet in 2:23*. 

Second Heat.—After one false etort they were sent off with Great 
Eastern in tbe lead, but he broke before he had passed the paliugs, and 
Kurus look the place of honor. He passed the quarter in 36*. the 
half-mile In 1:10, and the three-quarter pole iu 1:44. Great Eastern 
showed magnificent trottiug ou tne stretches, but invariably broke on 
the tutus. Rarus never skipped or broke, and came home almost under 
pull in 2:18, the fastest lime ever made on the Park. 

Thiid Heat.—Great Eastern had the lead at the start, but he broke 
on the lower tnrn, and Rarus went to the front. The quarters were 
made in 35, 1:10* and 1:46, and made tho mile In 3:25, Great Eastern 
being four lengths behind at the finish. 

Fourth Ileal - This was a very pretty beat, but Great Eastern could 
not get around the turns without oreaking, and Rarus, who never left 
his feet, came home any easy winner by two lengths in 2:21*. The 
quarters were made iu 36*, 1:11% and 1:47. 

The third race was for a purse of $1,000 for 2:25 class. 

Tbe starters were Culmar, Woodford Chief, Bay Charlie, Deception, 
Belle Braahfield and Leweuski. Culmar was the favorite iu the pools, 
selling for $60. Woodford Chief for $5t» and tbe field for $30. 

First Heat— After scoring five times they got the word, with Belle 
Brashfleld iu the lead. Her advantage was but momentary, for Bay Char¬ 
lie took it from her aud led at the quarter-pole, with Woodford Chief at 
his heels aud Deception next to him. They maintained these positions 
until after the half mile was passed, when Charlie broke and fell back, 
and Deception, forcing the pace, carried the Chief off hie pins, glviug 
him Lhe lead. Ou tbe upper turu Belle Br&sbfield, despite a couple or 
skips, got second place, and Cal mar, who had got the worst of the start, 
moved up next to her. Deception was too far in the lead to be headed, 
aud he won the heat in 2:25*. 

Second Heal— They bad a good start. As they swung around the low¬ 
er turn Bay Charlie took the lead, but ou the backstretch Woodford 
Chief went up to him and they passod the quarter, uose aud nose, in 
36*, Caliuar, who had made a break on the turn, beiug close after them, 
Deception, by leaviug hie feet repeatedly, fell back to the last place.

Bay Charley led to the first quarter, when 
he broke, and Lewenski went to the front, with Woodford Chief at his 
heels. Deception went to pieces, and was struggling in the rear. On 
the homestretch a preLty contest took place between Lewenski and 
Woodford Chief for the heat. Just before reaching the string Lewenski 
broke and came home ou a dead run. Tbe beat was given to Woodford 
Chief. Calmar was third, Bay Charley fourth, Belle Braahfield fifth, 
and Deception last. The darkness now put an end to tbe sport for the 
ntgbl, and the remaining heats of the race were postponed until Lhe 
next day.

(iuii Shyness—Its Cause ami Cure. 


UV A UN OLD UUKOES. 

Nothing etui lie more disappointing to the sportsman who lies 

,,, to nil the expense and trouble of raising and carefully yard 
breaking a young dog, than to find just us he looks for his pupil 
lo make him a return in the way of field-work, that he Is, after all, 
mill ally, Right here lot ua say the very first thing after teaching 
dir pup to come when called, is to test him for shyness. l)o not 
unit till ho Is broken to retrieve, charge, ami all the other pre¬ 
liminaries, hut he certain from the start that when all this Is 
drilled into him he will prove staunch to shot. If lie shows eour- 

,,, you can go on with enutidoneo, ir he is shy, euro him before 
doing anything else, or give him up and try another. Do not, 
however,' make the pup shy while finding out if he Is so, but go 
slow and cosily, making at first hut slight noises, tor rest assured 
die highest eouraged youngst r can he ruined by had manage¬ 
ment, and the man who stupidly fires both barrels overapup that 
has uevor heard a gun, deserves to have him run away. 

The cause of gun-shyness is variously stated by dilferent 
writers. Some claim that it comes from breeding either iinnia- 
lure or superannuated Individuals, and one author gravely states 
in support of the latter theory, that “setters and pointers become 
guii-shy after reaching their fourth to sixth year.” We concede 
these theories untenable after having seen them repeatedly tested 
and disproved, and the idea that setters and pointers that have 
always been staunch to gun, will liccome shy at the stated age, 
when they arc really in their prime, is worse than ridiculous. We 
have seen more dogs than we can pretend to number, and never 
yet saw one become shy at an[/ aye after piippyhood, without 
being made so by some other influence limn that of old father 
lime Breeding individuals of weak constitutions will undoubted¬ 
ly beget similar weakness, hut we deny that it tends necessarily 
lo the production of a weakness the parents do not display. We 
have given much attention to gun shyuess, and experience leads 
us to believe that every present ease can be traced directly to one 
of two causes, viz: by either hereditary predisposition,or fright in¬ 
dicted by some circumstance or bad management. Of these, hered¬ 
itary shyness is by far the most, dillieull to eradicate, for ft seems 
to so hunt the entire system that the offspring of dogs that have 
been themselves thoroughly cured, and that have been bred to 
the boldest mates, will very often display the same failing. If 
not received by descent, wc believe gun-shyness will never be ex¬ 
hibited provided the whelps are properly brought up, and provided 
the cruel and idiotic practice of shooting dogs for breaking allot, 
anil other misdemeanors, is iuyt Indulged in. 

A very common cause of shyness is found in the isolated lives 
young pups are forced to lead. Many if not most are taken from 
the dam just as the faculties begin to awaken, and while every 
sense is keenly alive to things around them, while curiosity 
prompts them to investigate and become acquainted with strange 
sights and sounds, and that every acquaintance would teach them 
there is nothing to fear, they arc confined in a close yard or 
chained to a kennel where they are cut off entirely from all op¬ 
portunities for what may he called self-cultivation, and as a eon- 
sequence get no idea of tilings beyond their restricted premises, 
and when suddenly introduced to appearances or sounds they are 
not used to, they display a degree of fear that nothing can over¬ 
come. Some pups it is true are naturally so higli eouraged that 
even such abuse will not spoil them; hut those are the exceptions, 
for the large majority are more susceptible, and suffer accordingly. 

Gun-shyness may frequently he cured in adult uiiimals, but 
such cases MIC far inord dillieult to treat than those of young 
whelps. This is natural, since in the one case the character is 
formed, and any impression it has received is very firmly rooted, 
while in the other the youthful disposition is like wax that may 
Ire molded more or less perfectly according to the skill of the 
operator. The probability of cure should, however, never induce 
a man to breed from a gun-shy animal, no matter how choice the 
blood, for assuredly the failing will lie propagated, and some at 
least of the pups will fall into the hands of those who will not 
handle them properly, and so had repute will attach itself to the 
strain. Should, however, a man he so unfortunate as to fear his 
whelps will partake of hereditary shyness, Ids first care must he 
to remove the dam if herself shy, and supply her place with the 
boldest foster-mother possible. Nothing exerts so powerful au 
itillucnee us example, and the bitch that skulks and runs at every 
sound will as assuredly teach her whelps to tie like her, as a bold 
hitch that delights in the gun will lead her young ones up to its 
muzzle, and inspire them with her own pleasure. With a bold 
bitch commence before the whcljs are weaned to suap caps at a 
distance from the kennel, hut not so far that the bitch will not 
hear the report and come out to see what is going on. Her pups 
will naturally follow tier, and if some run back, wait, till with re¬ 
newed quiet, they return lo her side, or if they do noi do this till 
she goes for them. Patience and time will conquer, and present¬ 
ly the young ones will become familiarized to the reports; then 
gradually approach till they will bear you to be quite near them. 
Thoroughly ground them ill this, then retire and commence with 
powder. \Ve have seen this repeatedly tried, and ever with suc¬ 
res* if patiently and slowly managed. 

All men are not, however, breeders, and so cannot conquer 
shyness In tills way. The most common eases are those of dogs 
that have gone through preparation of the Held, and from luck of 
opportunity, never betrayed their failing till taken out on guine, 
when at the first report they holt. Take such a dog into ail en¬ 
closed yard and begin as witli the young pups, culling him to you 
after such report, pet him anil give him some choice dainty to eat. 
Keep him from food till very hungry, then stand by ids dish and 
snap caps. Coax him up, and while eating try another. If pos¬ 
sible associate him with an older trained dog, for here, too, exam¬ 
ple is very powerful. Do not give up too quickly, for rest as¬ 
sured this is the easiest way to win. If, however, you are con¬ 
vinced Hint no success will result, you must resort to force. Put 
on a cheek cord and make the dog come to you after each report. 
Sit down and play with him, hut do not allow him to leave your 
side, force him to yield obedience In eniniiigto mid staying by you. 
After a while, with him by your sido, snap another cap, uud gently 
but firmly resist his efforts to escape. If lie won’t yield lo a 
plalu collar and curd, try a spike collar. This will conquer in 
time almost every case. After yoft have got the dog quieted and 
used to caps and later loads in the yard, take him into a field, and 
bore, if you have an old dog that is stronger than your pupil, 
couple thorn together, and after they run, kindly, but uot before, 
shoot while they arc at a distance. The odds are great that the 
d °g which in the yard was submissive, will in the field again at¬ 
tempt to run away, but will be restrained by his stronger com¬ 
panion, and the lesson be made nil the more effective, from Its 
seemingly having no connection with yourself. If a leutliug dog 
cannot, be obtained, the cord and collar must he used, and if suc¬ 
cess is not achieved, provided the yard-work has been thoroughly 


attended to, the fault will rest with the breaker. Of course there 
are a few euses where shyness is so firmly rooted, it cannot be 
broken down, but these arc rare and will he detected in thu yurd. 
Moat eases are eurahle, and when failure comes it is generally the 
result of impatience or luck of skill in the man rather than ab¬ 
solute worthlessness in the animal. 

The Modern Pointer. 

UV STONEIIENUK, in London Field. 

In selecting the setter for the first of the articles on the dog 
in the present series, I was influenced only by the fai t that Mr. 
Baker Was in possession of a very excellent portrait of Countess, 
who stands, without dispute, at the head of that breed as a Held 
trial winner, and not by any superiority which the setter can 
claim over tlie pointer. The sketches from which the portraits 
accompanying this article are drawn, were, it is true, also in his 
possession; but, having several of them to ehoos * from, I was 
undecided, and preferred postponing thu filial settlement until lie 
could liml time to combine them, as lie lias now done to tny en¬ 
tire satisfaction, it may lie remembered t.iiat the brace of point¬ 
ers embodied in Mr. Baker’s spirited sketeli were mentioned by 
me, in the urticlc introductory lo the present series, as the two 
champion pointers of the day, bracketed with Uuuiitess and 
Hanger as representing the setters, and they are consequently 
fully entitled to the position which is now given them. 

With reference to the relative superiority, in Held work, of tile 
pointer and setter, the Held trials have not done much toward 
settling this vexed question, which, however, they could only do 
irrespective of those enduring qualities not capable of beingtested 
even at Bala, where on two oeeaslous several hours have been de¬ 
voted to a single trial. As far as they go, the two breeds have 
been nearly equally successful when first-class specimens have 
been tried together, excluding that phenomenon, Sir K. Garth’s 
(now Mr. Lloyd Price’s) Drake. Countess (setter) and Belle 
(pointer) iiave eaeli won once when tried together, while the lat¬ 
ter anil Hanger (setter) have also exchanged wins; so that, exclu¬ 
sive of Drake, who was never pitted against a setter till lung 
pa&t ids prime, the balance lias not been struck, except, iu so far 
that, while Belle defeated Hunger single-handed, the latter only 
won from tier In the braces. 

Among pointers there are no national divisions corresponding 
with those of tlie setters. There are, however, two distinct 
varieties, strongly marked by color, viz.: tlie lemon and white 
and tlie liver and white, besides tlie black and white, tlie whole 
liver and tlie whole black strains; but these lust are not common 
in tbe-present day, and tlie appearance of one on tile show bunch 
is almost us rare as a black swan. Among the liver and whiles 
tlie dogs are often too heavy for much speed or cuiluruucc, 
a remarkable exception being the celebrated Drake, 
tired by Sir H. Garth, and sold by him at a high figure in his 
seventh season to Mr. it. J. I,loyil 'Price, of Bala, at which ad¬ 
vanced age lie went as fast, and showed as good a nose, as moat 
puppies even of high class. This dog was in his day the fastest 
and most wonderful animal that ever quartered a field, and his 
race up to a brace of birds at Shrewsbury in tlie Held trials of 
ISOS, when the ground was so dry as to cause a eloud of dust to 
rise on his dropping to their scent, was a sight which will proba¬ 
bly never be seen again. He was truly a phenomenon among 
pointers. His extraordinary pace compelled his dropping in this 
way, for otiierwise he could not have stopped himself iu time, but 
when lie had lost pace in his seventh season lie begun frequently 
to stand up, as represented by Mr. Baker, who never saw him till 
Dion. In appearance he is not taking, having a plain head with 
a somewhat throaty neck; but his flame is all through good, and 
there is no lumber about him. He could not therefore be consid¬ 
ered a model for imitation, and consequently 1 have added a very 
beautiful and racing bitch to represent tile strain—in which this 
sex is generally to he preferred for work, being lighter and 
more active. This bitch, Mr. Lloyd Price’s Belie, was bred by 
Lord H. Bentinck, and was bought by Mr. Price for £10 after 
winning a tiiinl prize at Manchester. She was at first, fearfully 
headstrong, and chased hares for many weeks persistently, being 
far beyom! her puppyImml ami unbroken; but tlie perseverance 
of a young, anil till then unknown, breaker, Anstey, overcame 
these defects, and being tried in private to ho good, she was 
entered at Vaytiol field trials iu 1872, when she won tlie prize for 
braces, und also that for hitches, being left In to contest tile dis¬ 
puted point of priority in the two breeds witli Mr. Whltchouse’a 
Priam against Mr. Llewellyn’s Countess and Nellie, both setters. 
In tliis trial she succumbed to Countess, but turned the tables on 
her at Bala in 18711. Being possessed of tills beautiful and ex¬ 
cellent hitch, Mr. Lloyd Price naturally desired to mate her, and 
Drake being put up to auction, together with tlie whole of Sir R. 
Garth's kennel, lie was purchased ill Ids seventh season for.£150, 
ami retained tiy his new owner for his own use alone. Previous¬ 
ly, however, Drake had got several dogs of high class, including 
Viscount Downe’s Bang, Drake II., and Mars; hut, considering 
tlie run he had at the stud, his stock could not be said to Iiave 
come out as well as might he expected iu public, though in pri¬ 
vate their character was well maintained. Crossed witli Belle, 
a litter considerably above tlie average was obtained, including 
Mallard anil Beau, hut none coming up to tlie form of either sire 
or dam. ami not equal to Eos. who was subsequently from her by 
Mr. Wm. Statter’s Major. A third litter by the old dog 
died when a few days old, so that Mr. Price 
lias been unfortunate with him; but a litter from a bitch hearing 
tlie euphonious name of Nimble Nlnepencc promise well, ami 
a younger litter, bred tlie same way, are now a few weeks old. Mr. 
Blatter lias also bred Dick, successful at Bala and Ipswich, from 
a daughter of Drake by his Major, who was descended from tlie 
good old-fashioned strains of Lord Derby, Mr. Antrobus, ami Mr. 
Edge. Major was a fast, resolute, dug, and ranged in lieaiitiful 
Btyle, but he hehnved very badly at Bala in 18H7 (Ills only public 
appearance), having just returned from tlie moors, and not own¬ 
ing the partridge scent, as is often tlie ease with even tlie stead 
lest grouse dogs. It should tic remembered tlint in those days 
fast pace is demanded far more than in those when pointers were 
used ill the South for bcatiug idgn stubbles in Helds of 20 acres or 
less, und when tlie heavy breeds of Mr. Edge, Lord Derby, ami 
Mr. Antrobus were ublc to do all that was desired, delicacy of 
nose and steadiness, both before und behind, lining tlie chief es- 
-seutluls required. At present tlie pointer Is regarded ns a grouse 
dog rather than a partridge finder, and hence lie must lie not only 
fast, lint enduring. By careful selection, however, and some 
luck, Sir R. Garth was able to breed Drake, anil Lord II. Ben- 
tluck also obtained Belle, while Mr. 8bitter has been little behind 
them with his Major, Dick, and Hex. in the South Mr. S. Price 
lias produced his Bang and Wugg, tlie former not quite up to the 
pace of tlie above dog, tiut closely approaching it. lie is descend¬ 
ed from Brockton's Bounce, one of the old heavy ain't, who, how¬ 
ever, showed fair pace at Soutliill in 1805, but crossed with the 
lemon and white straiu of Mr. Whltohouse, which I must now 
proceed to describe. Mr. Lloyd Price bus recently added Wagg 
to his kennel for stud purposes. 

Up to the time of tlie Institution of dog shows, the lemon and 
whites were little valued in comparison witli the liver and whites; 
but Mr. H. Gilbert’s Boh and Major (the latter sold to Mr. Smith, 
of Tattcnhall, on Mr. Gilbert’s death in 1808) brought the lemon 
and whites iuto notice on tlie show bench; while a son of Bob, 


Mr. Whitehouse’s celebrated Hamlet, took 90 points out of a pos¬ 
sible 100 at the Bedford field trials in 1805, making a tie with 
Brockton's Bounce, to whom I have alluded ainoug the liver anil 
whites. Mr. Wliitehouse’s Hamlet also took several prizes on tlie 
show heucli, and his stock have quite superseded that of Major, 
which, handsome as they are admitted to be, have not shown 
much capacity for the work demanded from them In the field. 
Mr. Whitohouse lias bred from this dog Priam, Rap, Joke, Flirt, 
and Nina, all winners, besides Macgregor, who is by Bounce out 
of a grand-daughter of Hamlet. From these successes in the 
two-fold direction of beauty and goodness in tlie field, Ilamlet 
was Iu high fashion until tlie appearance of Sir R. Garth’s Drake, 
since which tlie contest between the stock of those two dogs has 
I Hum maintained with varying results, there being little differ¬ 
ence in tlie number of wins between Viscount Downe’s Bang II., 
Mars, Grace II., and Drake II., together with Mr. Lloyd Price's 
Mallard and Beau, ami Mr. Starter’s Dick; and, on the other 
hand, Mr. Whltohouso’s Priam, Hap, Pax and Blanche, Mi". 
Birkett’s black and white dog Rector is tile only addition to these 
strains among thu chief prize winners, hut lie is entirely of blood 
unknown in the field or on the bench. 

Taking, however, these several strains as representing tlie 
modern fashionable pointer, it must ho admitted Hint the result 
of recent efforts in breeding has been manifested iu a great in¬ 
crease of pace, so as to bring tlie pointer up to the level of the 
setter in that quality, so important to the grouse shooter, for 
whom botli pointers aud setters arc now, as already remarked, 
chielly demanded. For this reason it is absurd to ignore range 
and puce iu judging at field trials, as lias been attempted by cer¬ 
tain influential members of tlie Kennel Club. In any ease, to 
couut up the number of times each competitor linds a brace of 
birds, and decide by that alone, in a trial limited to minutes, is, 
iu my opinion, to give chance too great a “pull;” and,as 1 before 
remarked, range and pace, though not necessary in the South, are 
essential for grouse dogs, and it is for that purpose that pointers 
as well as setters are now mainly required. One great advantage 
in pointers is that they do uot require water so often as tlie setter, 
or to be rebroken every season more or less. They urc hardier 
too, aud do not succumb so easily to the ravages of distemper. 

in tlie endeavor to increase tile speed ami stamina of tlie 
pointer, tlie foxhound lias been used us a cross by Col. Thornton 
and others since ills time, ft la well-known that tlie foxhuuud 
is far superior to all dogs in the latter capacity, aud equal to all 
but the greyhound In the former. [ iiave tried several pointers 
more or less crossed witli the foxhound, and most of them have 
been very fast and stout; but in every instance there was un¬ 
steadiness behind, however carefully tile dog was broken, aud 
great dilliculty had been experienced iu getting any “back" what¬ 
ever. In both tlie foxhound and greyhound jealousy is encour¬ 
aged to the utmost, while in tlie pointer it is a fatal defect. 
Hence, although I believe several of our best strains possess in a 
remote degree a cross of tlie foxhound, it is uot hastily to lie in¬ 
troduced, aud it takes several crosses hack into stead)' pointer 
blood to neutralize the defect alluded to. 

The most celebrated breeders of tlie liver and white strain iu 
modern times have been Sir R. Garth, facile iittineeps witli Drake, 
besides u number of lesser stars—Lord H. Bentinck. Mr. Stutter, 
Lord Lichfield, tlie Duke of Westminster, Mr. Francis (u£ Exe¬ 
ter), Mr. S. Price (also of Devon), tlie late Mr. G. ignore, Viscount 
Downe, and Mr. R. J. Lloyd Price (of Bala!). Sir Dudley Contts 
Marjoribanks lias a breed of high private reputation, as lias also 
Sir K. Musgrnve, of Edenhall; but, as far as I know, none have 
appeared in public. The old, heavy sort of the Edge, Antrobus, 
and Scftoti strains are now quite out of fashion, except when 
combined witli faster blood. 

Tlie best strain of the lemon and whites has becu almost en¬ 
tirely in Mr. Whitehouse’s hands, he having had a succession of 
winners from the time of Hamlet to the present day, and his side- 
hoard groaning with silver cups. Beginning with little Hamlet, he 
lias gradually increased their size and substance, and got rid of 
the delicacy of constitution which was at first a defect in the 
strain. Priam and Rap are both big enough for any work, aud, 
though not over sixty lbs., very nearly approaching that standard. 
Rap is one of the most perfect dugs in symmetry that X ever saw, 
and is a model of the true type. Mr. Whitehousc’s Nina is also 
full of quality, and symmetrical, as well us over-useful iu shape. 
There Is, however, so little difference between their appearance 
and that of Major, whose portrait 1 gave iu tlie last series, that I 
have not thought it necessary to supersede it. 

Tlie points are nearly the same in numerical value as those of 
tlie setter, tlie only difference made being iu the texture of coat, 
which is not so great a sign of breeding In the poiuter as the 
setter.

Describing them in detail, they are as follows: 

1. The skull (value 10) should be of good size, but Dot as 
heavy as in the old Spanish pointer, and in a lesser degree his 
half-bred descender!ts. It should he wider across the car than 
that of the setter, with tlie forehead rising well at tlie brows, 
showing a decided "stop.” A full development of the occipital 
protuberance is imlis|>eu*ablc, and the upper surface should he in 
two slight rounded fiats, witli a furrow between. 

2. The nose (v. 10) should he long (4 in. to 4 Jin ) anil broad, 
witli widely-open nostrils. The end must lie moist, and in health 
is cold to tlie touch. It should lie black, or very dark brown, in 
all but the lemon and whites; hut in them it may lie a deep flesh 
color. It should lie cut off square and not. pointed—kuowti as the 
“snipe nose’’ or “pig jaw.” Teeth meeting evenly. 

3. Tlie ears, eyes and li/m (v. 5) are as follows: Earssoftin coat, 
moderately long and thin in leather, not folding like tlie 
hound's, but lying flat and close to tlie cheeks, and set, on low, 
without ally tendency to prick. Eyes soft ami of medium size; 
color brown, varying ill shade witli that of the coat. Lips wi ll 
developed anil frothing when in work, hut uot pendent or Ilew- 
II ke. 

4. The neck should he arched toward tlie head, long and round, 
without aiiyjipprotich to dewlap or throatincss. It should come 
out with.a graceful sweep from between tlie shoulder-blades. 

5. The shoulders and rtiest (v. 15) are dependent on each other 
for their formation. Thus u wide aud hooped chest cannot Iiave 
tlie blades lying fiat against its sides; aud consequently, instead 
of this and their sloping backwards, as they ought to do in order 
to give free action, they arc upright, short and fixed. Of course, 
a certain width is required to give room for tlie lungs, but the 
volume required Bliould be obtained by depth rather than width. 
Behind the bladea tbe ribs should, however, be well arched, but 
still deep; this last, depth of back rib, is specially important. 

6. The back, quarters and stifles (v. 15) constitute the main pro¬ 
pellers of the machine, aud ou their proper development the 
speed and power of the dog depeud. The loin should ho very 
slightly arched and full of muscle, which should run well over the 
back ribs; the hips should be wide, with a tendency even to rag- 
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gedness, and the quarters should droop very slightly from thorn. 
These last must he full of firm muscle, and the slides should be 
well bent and carried widely apart, so its to allow the hind legs to 
be brought well forward ill the gallop, instituting a form of action 
which docs uot tire. 

7. /ays, elbows and hock (v. 15). These chiefly bony parts, 
though merely the levers by which the muscles act, must he 
strong enough to bear the strain given them, and this must act 
in the straight line of progression. Substance of bone is there¬ 
fore demanded, uot only in the shanks but. lu the joints, the 
knees and hocks being specially required to lie bony. The elbows 
should be well let down, giving a loug upper arm, uiid should uot 
he turned in or out, the latter being, however, the lesser fault of 
the two, as the confined elbow limits the. action considerably. 
The reverse is the case with the hocks, which may be turned in 
rather than out, the former being generally accompanied by that 
wideness of stillos which I have already insisted on. Both hind 
and fore pastern should he short, nearly upright, and full of bone. 

8 . The feel (v. 8 ) are all-important; for, however fast and strong 
the action may be, if the feet are not well shaped and their horny 
covering hard, tlte dog will soon become foot-sore when at work, 
and will theu refuse to leave.his master's heels, however high bis 
courage may be. Breeders have loug disputed the comparative 
good qualities of the round cat-life foot, and the loug one, re¬ 
sembling that of the hare. In the pointer, my own oplniou is in 
favor of the cat-foot, with the toes well arched and clone toyether. 
Tills is the desideratum of the M. F. it., and X think stands work 
better than the liare-foot, in which the toes are uot arched but still 
lie close together. Iu the setter tins greater amount of hair to a 
certain extent condones the inherent weakness of the hare-foot; 
but iu the pointer no such superiority cau be claimed. The main 
point, however, is the closeness of the pads compared with the 
thickness of the horny covering. 

9 . The stern (v. 5) must be strong in bone at the root, but 
should at once be reduced iu size as it leaves the body, and then 
gradually taper to a point like a bee’s sting. It should be very 
slightly curved; carried a little above the line of the back, and 
without the slighest approach to curl at the tip. 

1(1. Of symmetry and quality <v. 7) the pointer should display 
goodly proportion, no dog showing more difference between the 
“gentleman" and his opposite. It is impossible to analyse the es¬ 
sentials , but every judge carries the knowledge with him. 

11 . The texture "(v. 3) of coat iu the pointer should be soft and 
mellow, but uot absolutely silky. 

12. Iu color (v. 5) there is now little choice, in point of fashion 
between the liver and lemon and whites. After them come the 
black and whites (with or without tau), then the pure black, aud 
lastly the pure liver. Dark liver-ticked is, perhaps, the most beau¬ 
tiful color of all to the eye.

Bree'ing of Setters.

flow that the excitement In regard to thc.bcat breed of setters 
for field purposes Is at Its height, it muy he well to consider how 
the Field Trial, or blue blood, setturs, for which superiority is 
claimed by some, were produced, and whether by judicious cross¬ 
ing a superior strain may not be produccd’froin.our best natives 
The Field Trial breed so called is u cross between the pure Laver' 
»ck and Sutter's lthicbe. Rhoebc was a cross between theOo- 
jon and South Eslc strains. Laverock says of the South Esks: 
“These are very Hue, strong animals, large lu size and extremely 
well feathered, round barrelled, powerful und strong in their fore 
Quarters; If any defect in forumtlon, they ure apt to be somewhat 
slack in the loins and too long in the legs—notwithstanding this 
they are well known to be good and staunch dogs.” lie says of 
the Gordons: “As far as my observation goes they lack the endu¬ 
rance of other breeds; they are courser and heavier mudc,and huve 
not the light and agile motion of several English strains. It is an 
acknowledged fact that the black tuns are not so speedy as other 
breeds; they are nervous and more prone to be gun-shy.” This 
Is the cross from which the blue bloods now so loudly lauded bv 
ihclr owners originated. The firmness of the breed uppeurs to 
me to have eoino from the Laverock blood—may it not only be 
possible but liighlj probable that by crossing the Laverock blood 
with our best natives who have great speed, very acute noses,com- 
bined with great endurance, that a strain may be produced that 
will be equal if not superior to the blue blood. I have thought 
much on this subject and see no reason why the form and Hue 
coat of the Laverocks may not be produced from some of our best 
natives and preserve the natural qualities which now make them 
desirable. It is an admitted fact “that for field purposes our best 
natives are as good as any dogs under the suu." That being 
the case why should we cast them aside and accept the word of 
breeders of blue bloods that nothiug can compare with the Field 
Trial breed. I am willing to admit that they have finer coats and 
better form In some instances than the majority of natives 1 have 
seen, but that as u breed they excel them in the Held I have 
yet to be convinced. Grant that they are handsomer, it does not 
prove that when the American sportsmen shall attempt to improve 
thalr strains by crossing with the blood, Laverack has been years 
in perfecting to suit himself, that they may not continue the im¬ 
provement, and by tiic infusion of this blood into their strains, 
surpass In beauty and utility the pure Laveraeks of the present 
day. This has already been tried to some extent, and, so far as 
I can learn, with very satisfactory results. In breeding it lias 
been contended by some, that sire and dam should both he trained 
to produce good w orking progeny; my experience teaches me to 
the contrary. I would by all means liavtj the bitch trained, and 
If possible hunted while pregnant, but would not care if the she 
was of pure blood and from a hunting family, whether he was 
trained or not. A notable instance In support of this as¬ 
sertion is the breeding of the pure Laverack dog,Carlowitz, to Lu 
—both now owned by Mr. Von Cullen, of Delaware City. 
Carlowitz was never broken, but was bred to Lu, and produced 
three as good field dogs as one would care to have—George 
Waddiugton’s Daisy, George Clasou's Royal Duke and my 
Count; unfortunately for me. Count died with distemper before a 
year old, but lie was a remarkable pup for bis age. I have also 
seen whelps bred by my Irish setter, Ranger, from native bitches 
that were trained, that promise full as well as those by Carlowitz. 
Ranger is not trained, but of pure blood. This is sufficient evi¬ 
dence for me that to breed good working dogs it is not necessary 
the sire of pure blood should he trained; In this decision I think 
I shall be sustained by some of the best breeders in the country. 
All this arguing about blue blood vs. native is a humbug; there 
arc good and bad bred from both—the good ones are highly 
praised, while the poor ones are seldom heard of. I have always 
contended, and still believe, that time will fully demonstrate that 
a cross of our best natives with the Laverack blood will produce 
superior field dogs. Some of the blue blooded stock lias been 
bred in aud in until instances are continually showing themselves 
where there is a lack of intelligence us well as stamina for hard 
work. Nearly all the blue bloods in this country are clos. ly re¬ 
lated, and intcr-breediug is still continued; 1 prefer an Infusion of 
new blood. To be led away by the beauty of the blue blood for 
the show bench is all well enough, for there it couuts, but in the 
field “handsome ia us handsome does.” 

Before closing I cannot refrain from noticing the remarks of 
“Neophyte” lu the last issue of the CuH'Aoo Field, criticising to 
smile extent breeders of natives—saying they will soon be the 
bluest of the blue, etc. After reading bis experience with 
droppers and natives, and Ills assertion that he owns 

but one dog, and that a blue blood, it occurred to 

me that bis limited experience hardly entitled him 

to be considered good authority regarding either strain. 

His information appears to be all second-hand, hut comes from 
one, well-known to he a devoted admirer of blue bloods. Had 
the statements made, regarding my stock,been correct,I should not 
have noticed his remarks; hut to post him, I would say Pearl, the 
native bitch which lie says “Ortyx Cliicagoensis" lias bred to Rob 
Roy, is my property, and tms not, and will not, be bred to Rob 
Roy. The bitch bred to Rob Roy was Beauty, tile sister of Pearl, 
a Prairie Raugir. He docs not expect to improve tile Prairie 
Ranger strain, except in coat, but Rob Roy is a nuted dog and bus 
a profusion of feather (so-eullcd) which Beauty lacks. He having 
Won field trials in England it wus considered he would not de¬ 
tract from her good field qualities in the coming progeny. Tills 
cross was made at my suggestion, as 1 desired to improve the 
beauty of the breed without lmpulrfng their intellect or stamina 
by crossing a bitch from tills cross to Ben, a full brother to Pearl, 
and a noted good one. 1 may, to lessen th ir heights a trille, 
breed Pearl to Carlowitz or sonic other pure Laverack. If pups 
from such a cross should prove extra good ones, I presume, al¬ 
though Carlowitz has no reputation ns a field performer, the ad¬ 
mirers of blue bloods would give him all the credit; hut If they 
should prove Inferior, the blame would all lie attributed to Pcnri. 
He says Pearl is no improvement on the blue blood, thusndinittlng 
she is equal to them. That she mude some bad work at Hampton 
I admit., but contend she also did aome as fine work ns any dog or 
bitch on the ground. She certainly showed more speed tliun any 
blue blood, equally good style, and was surpussed by none in 
nose, but her great ambition overcame her caution, and she 
flushed and chasud; for a trained dog that would have been a 
grove fault, but for one hardly three weeks in liar present trainer's 
hands, I consider It was no discredit to her ability to perform well 
when thoroughly broken. I have made these remarks to show 
how far I am in favor of blue blood. 

The Fox Terrier. 

No II.— The Cheshire or Shropshire Terrier. 

Plas Dui,as, Ahriioei.e, North Wales. 

Editor Chicago Field ;—Before I go into any details of the two 
types of fox-terriers to which my last letter referred, I should 
like to say a word in explanation. It must not be supposed that 
pure fox-terriers of the old sort were exactly confined to those 
localities to which 1 have assigned them. Outside the bounds of 
each division dogs might occasionally be found resembling one or 


other type, especially in the West of England, in Hampshire and 
Devonshire, one may meet with genuine fox-terrier strains be¬ 
longing to certain packs of hounds. Hut I do not believe that, 
beyond the two sorts which J have named, there Is, or has been, 
anything like a well established breed. At all events if there 
has, it ims been kept within narrow limits ami lias contributed 
but little to the sueeessful show blood of the day. 

The old fashioned Cheshire aud Shropshire t Trier Ims been of 
late rather '‘crowded out” by the modern show dog, from which 
he deviates in many important points. There are, however, 
a good many specimens of the old sort still to be found. Mr. 
Stevenson, of Chest, r, is now perhaps the most noted breeder of 
them, and though lie does not aspire to show form, lie turns out 
annually a good number of game, useful dogs. The origin and 
early history of the breed, and the length of time fur which it Ims 
existed us a distinct variety, arc points on which my researches 
havo unluckily not been attended with success. About forty 
years ago, however, the breed flourished in die bands of a weft 
known Shropshire ’squire, Mr. Domvtlle Poole, and nearly every 
good une of the sort that I have met, traces back to his blood. 
Lord Hill’s kennel, too, had, aud I believe still have, a good 
straiu. In both these kennels pluck was most rigidly exacted. In 
fact any young one that fell lu that respect met witli short 
shrift at Mr. Poole’s hands. To got them to bear punishment 
the bull dog cross was freely used,and as a natural consequence 
cherry noses and tulip, and even prick ears, were not unknown. 
Indeed I bave known dogs of this breed whose 
power of punishing had been increased by the 
buU-eross to a degree which would, I think, have seriously 
marred their efficiency in their proper sphere as fox-terriers. 
For it must never he forgotten that it is a fox-terrier’s business 
to bolt a fox, not to kiU him, and that bis pluck should rather 
cousiat of returning to the charge again aud again in spite of pun¬ 
ishment rather than of pinning ids foe, and of holding on sullen- 
ly liko a bull-dog. And I would here take the opportunity of no¬ 
ticing what is often overlooked, that the bull dog cross shows 
Itself not only in the outward appearance of the terrier, but in 
the whole character of the dog and of iris manner of work. There 
is a dash, a vivacity about the true terrier under all circumstances, 
which the bull-terrier seldom shows. The fox-terrier is noisy, 
the bull-terrier comparatively mute. The latter appears totally 
indifferent to pain, the former seems to feel the pain, while his 
love of sport makes him defy it. However, I must say in justice 
to the old Shropshire sort, that the alloy of bull-dog blood never 
interfered as far as I know with their limiting powers. More use¬ 
ful dogs for rabbiters and vermin killers no man need wish for. 
Though as might be supposed from their bull-dog affinities they 
were apt to be rather fine in the coat, yet thanks to their indom¬ 
itable plnek, this did not interfere with their work. I had an old 
dog of the sort that would come out of a gorse cover with liis ears 
literally raining blood, yet no dread of results would deter him 
from repeating the attempt immediately. Mr. Poole’s dogs, to 
judge from the specimens that I have seen, were just a nice 
working size, from 14 His. to lb lbs., very compact ; somewhat full 
in the fore-quarter, aud not always immaculately straight in the 
elbows. They generally showed some liulk in tiie head, and 
were marked witli lemon tan. Indeed, l cannot remember ever 
to have seen a genuine Shropshire terrier witli the now fashion 
able black and tan markings. Lord Hill’s dogs are, I believe, 
somewhat sniaUer and neater and seldom show any color. Some 
of the besetting faults of many of the modern so-called fox-ter¬ 
riers never to my knowledge appeared in the Shropshire dog6. I 
never saw one either with the detestably weak jaw and snipy face 
which inevitably indicate impurity of the blood, or witli the long 
wedge-like head of the Manchester terrier. Nor did 1 ever see 
one with the pendulous, inanimate looking ears which are too 
common now, aud which I have little hesitation in accepting as 
evidence of a beagle cross. Though, 1 have said before, the mod¬ 
ern show dog does not owe much to the sort I have been de¬ 
scribing, yet he has uot wholly escaped its influence. Old Tar¬ 
tar, one of our greatest heroes in the old show days, was bred by 
Mr. Poole from bis best strains. He was a short, thick dog with 
stupendous loins and quarters, good legs, a brood chest, and a 
short head which liore traces of many a fray. Those whose re¬ 
collection of fox-terrier controversies remain, will not forget the 
conflicts which used to rage between the partisans of Tartar aud 
Jack, conflicts almost ns bitter as short-horn strifes between 
Booth and Bates. Old .lock, of whom 1 shall have a good deal to 
say later, was a grand specimen of the genuine fox-terrier in its 
purity, and his partisans used freely to denounce Tartar as “a lit¬ 
tle bull-terrier with his tail docked,” while admirers of the latter 
dog used to dwell on the marvellous, aud I have no doubt authen¬ 
tic proofs of his pluck in dealings with cat and badger. Tartar 
was more than once crossed with the daughters of Ids great rival, 
aud from one of them, Curry, lie begat that celebrated show dog, 
Tyke, in him the bull-terrier peculiarities of bis sire were con¬ 
siderably softened ilowu, though a line coat and a suspicious 
patch, which his admirers culled tan and detractors brltulle, were 
murks of impurity which could not be wholly overlooked. Tyke 
himself left some fair stock, though all of them showed some 
slight lack of terrier character, and had he lived out his days he 
would probably have done more, as Ids stud prospects, with Mr. 
Uibson at Brookenhurst, were just at their brightest when he ivas 
unluckily killed in a light. Little ,11m, who is now in his prime, 
was probably the best that the old dog ever got. His show suc¬ 
cess Inis been considerable, and woulii probably have been greater 
but lor a delicate constitution which lias made him difficult to 
prepare. 

Besides Carry, Tartar was lucky enough to receive a visit from 
the. most distinguished of all Jock’s daughters, old Nectar, and 
the cross produced Trumps, u tlog of some repute, und in point of 
gutnuncss a worthy son of Tartar. I do not know whether 
Little, who has for four years reigned supreme at Birmingham, 
Inis any Cheshire or Shropshire blood iu her, hut her appearance 
would certainly justify the belief, i remember that, at the last 
Biimlughani show, a doggy friend of mine from Shropshire picked 
her out as exactly the type that he Imd been brought up to admire. 

1 had hoped in this letter to say something about, the Midland 
terriers, hut I have tarried so long among my Shropshire friends 
that I must defer it to my next. John A. Doyle.

think now that it is any of “Guido’s” business wiiether I invested 
that money in a watch or in second-hand grindstones. 

He says Re will not write to mo again for one thousand years; 
that’s a very sensible conclusion. I presume, sir, by that time it 
won’t make any difference to either you or me whose are the best 
or whose tile worst dogs. 

In reading over my letter and “Guido’s reply, I fail to see that 
he has refuted any tiling I had to say. I asked him to name only 
two gentlemen, If lie could, who had given the Field Trial setter 
a fair trial aud had discarded him for the native dog; he names 
Mr. Jno. Davidson and Shamrock as preferring tile native to the 
Field Trial dog. 

Mr. John Davidson has or had very recently In his kennel the 
pure Laverack Pedigree, Fairy II. and Jenny Deans, and Doll,- 
own sister to my Dart,of all of which I have his own letters speak 
ing iu the very highest terms. 

Shamrock is not breeding a native setter to day In his kennel; 
every English setter puppy he Is now breeding is cither half or 
wholly pure Field Trial. 

As to the Field Trial setter lu Mr. M. C. Campbell’s kennel, 
Ills Intention Is to run him in the trials at Nashville, and If he 
was a very poor dog I don't think he would entertain the idea. 

“Guido" has strained hard in his letter, as usual, to make out 
that tiie Field Trial setter is a poor dog. 1 defy him to got a 
letter for publication from the gentlemen he has named, saying 
they have given the Field Trial setter a fair trial, and discarded 
him for the native dog. “Guido" uses the word preferring, whicli 
sir, is not to tiie point. What I asked him to do was to name two 
gentlemen who had given the Field Trial setter a fair trial and dis¬ 
carded him for the uative dog; he has not done so, and lie can’t 
do it. 

The way he has mentioned Mr. Davidson’s and Shamrock's 
names are specimens of the arguments lie uses to traduce the 
character of the Field Trial setter. 

He is going to breed Countess to Joe, Jr.—Joe, Jr., a 
half blue blood, and not to Gladstone; tills does not 
say that he did no express a wish to breed her to the latter. His 
story of the European sportsman who last year imported to 
Europe a brace of native setters from Virginia, only goes to show 
that the fools in Europe are not all dead yet. 

As to tiie Arkansas hunt, It is quite immaterial to tiie facts 
whether there was one, or twenty, beside Pride of the South, who 
stood the work well; lie doe6 not say that Guy stood it, and he 
dare uot that Pride did not.

He says that Mr. Dew says that Whip is 
superior to Stafford; very good: then as Stafford won second in 
the all aged, and tiie same with Maud in the braces last Memphis 
trials, if Whip is better than him, surely tills must, go to show that 
Whip and Stafford are at least two very good Field Trial setters. 

In a private letter to me “Guido” complains of my saying lie is 
prejudiced and unreasonable in liis opposition to the Field Trial 
setter. I only repeat that lie is so; lie has not tried him himself, 
and his prejudice will not allow him to do it, aud he has for 
years sought, every opportunity to prevent the Field Trial setter 
from occupying the position with sportsmen ill America that he 
is liound to. I never did, sir, and no man but a fool will say 
there are no good native dogs. What I maintain is, and what 
Guido tries to make out is not, that the blue blooded dogs re¬ 
cently imported to this country are,as a whole, far superior to our 
native dogs, and all tliat “Guido” and his friends who think with 
him can say, will not prove to the contrary. I ask if “Guido” 
himself does not think them superior, why is lie going to breed 
Countess to Joe, Jr., by the blue blooded Ek lioi Tliat is some¬ 
thing 1 don’t understand. Do bis actions and words harmonize 
there; this is 6aylng one thing and doing another. He might just 
as well breed to a son of Leicester as to one of Elebo; blue blood 
is blue whether Irish or English.

THE CONDUCTING OF FIELD TRIALS. 

The near approach of the Tennessee trials Is a fitting opportu¬ 
nity for comments on the conducting of field trials. 

We do not propose advising any method which will satisfy all 
the losers as well as the successful ones, for that would he im¬ 
possible, In all contests it ever has been and ever will be that, 
while some of the unfortunates cau see the reason of their failure, 
the majority attribute their lack of success to other than the 
proper cause. But yet we think there is room for great improve¬ 
ment on our present system, by which the opportunity for com¬ 
plaint can, in a measure, be obviated. 

The rules under which trials are run, being the guidance of 
them, cannot be too explicit. At Memphis, last Fall, the judges in 
their report recommended that the rules should be so amended as 
to give the judges more latitude. This, we think, objectionable. 
The less latitude the judges are given the better for the dogs as 
well as for themselves,as affording less opportunity for complaint 
afterwards. With rules to go by the judges have a protection 
against charges of favoritism. Of course it Is impossible to avoid 
giving judges certain discretionary powers, as mauy of the points 
being" on a sliding scale, it is necessary that they should discrim¬ 
inate between inferiority, mediocrity, and superiority; but they 
should be as nearly as possible recorders. 

Some may take exception to this and say, why if your judges 
are men of honor and standing in the community is it uceessary 
to so restrict them. Our reply is that the least unpleasant re¬ 
sponsibility, with the after consequences of derogatory criticisms 
from disappointed competitors, the easier will it be to get sueli 
men to accept the position, as the higher the position the judge 
occupies the less he likes to expose himself to a target for disap¬ 
pointed competitors, which lie knows must be the ease since only 
a limited number cau wiu. Moreover, it requires men of honor 
to record the earniugs of the dogs in the race, equally as much 
as though the judges were solely discretionary in their func¬ 
tions. 

In our running and trotting meetings the prerogatives of the 
judges are specified; they are nothing more than recorders, and 
yet men of the highest position and the most unimpeachable 
character are sought after by the respectahle associations, and are 
appointed and accept the position. Then why not in our field 
triala define their duties as nearly as it is possible to. 

With the exception of the first Memphis field trial, we have 
attended every trial which has beeu held, and in our capacity as 
reporter have had the opportunity not only of noticing every¬ 
thing which has taken place, but have also had the confidential 
ear of competitors, and have been therefore the Capulet’s tomb 
in which have been interred their private opinions. We there¬ 
fore speak from experience, and believe beneficial results would 
accrue from the change we propose. 

One thing very important, and indeed the first in importance is 
that our rules should be so framed as to preclude the possibility of 
jockeying, which now exists. When we say jockeying we mean 
the opportunity afforded of so working an inferior dog that under 
the rules it may beat a superior. The object of field trials is to 
develop the qualities necessary for field work. While the show 
bench is the conservator of form, the Held trial is the crucible by 
which the Bhow form is tested. Field trials, then, haviug for 
their object the development of field qualities by the exhibition 
of them in a competitive test, that the breeders and sportsmen 
might have some guidance as to the superiority of the representa¬ 
tions of the different strafns, it is imperative that they should be 
conducted to resemble as nearly as possible ordiuary every day 
work in the field. In short, the dogs should be worked as nearly 
as possible as their handlers would were they having a day’s 
shooting, and not in such a way as by maueuvering.that a second 
class dog can be landed a winner. 

It must be borne In mind that trials have now become matters 
of record, and while some who have not been present to judge 
for themselves are ready to lend a willing ear to the cavilling of 
the dfaappointed ones, yet the large majority of breeders and 
sportsmen accept the records as evidence of superiority, and 
through them are induced to breed to such dogs as have them, by 
which an Incalculable amount of harm may be done. 

Tlie question is not imported vs. native, but the strains of dogs 
which possess in the highest degree the necessary field qualities. 
The sportsmen have nothing to do with the squabblings of un¬ 
reasonable advocates of the imported or native dogs. There are 
good of both. What they desire is to get the best possible dog 
for their work. The only criterion for,tbcm is the public record 
in a public trial. Therefore let the public trials be so conducted 
that they will be of the value for which they were Inaugurated, 
and thereby become such a necessity as to perpetuate their exist¬ 
ence. 

It is true that in a field trial endurance cannot he tested; since 
the time being limited it is impossible with tho number of entries 
to include it, as no dog’s endurance can be tested in one, two or 
three hours’ running, nothing short of a day, but more properly a 
week’s continuous work being necessary. But nose, style, speed 
and staunchness can be tested, and there is where the value of 
field trials exists. 

And right here we will answer a question often put to us after 
a trial by those not present, and sometimes by those present, re¬ 
garding a winning dog, which might have been down several 
hours longer than the ones beaten: “Why, if the dog had so good 
a nose, did it not find the birds sooner !” To pretend that there 
Is not an element of chance in field trials aa well as in every other 
competitive contest, would be to ignore one of their characteristics. 
Every sportsman knows how, with even the most finding dog he 
may have worked for hours without getting a point, and In an 
hour have got all the shooting of the day. Dogs can’t find birds 
unless they cirtst, and often a territory traveled over may be with¬ 
out a feather, while contiguous may be sufficient to give hours 
shooting. Lack of proper food or some unobservable cause often 
causes to be drawn blank apparently the most promising grounds. 
A dog may have the luck to be sandwiched In between a used- 


up territory where Its predecessors made finds In rapid succession, 
and good fields where Its successors reap the beueflt of Its hard 
and previous barren work. 

But to return to our subject; and with It comes into consideration 
the relutlve positions of the judges and the handlers of the dogs. 
To define the Jurisdiction of the judges and the privileges of the 
handlers, is perhaps not so easily done us said, as like most ques¬ 
tions there are two sides to It. But there Is one point euimot be 
overlooked, that the handlers of dogs have some rights, and 
cannot he considered entirely at the mercy of the Judges—auto¬ 
matic to work their dogs as the Judges may direct. And tide is 
where the ordinary work in the Held must he considered. A 
handler certainly has the privilege of working his dog as he would 
were he out shooting for a day’s pleasure. Mo sportsman would 
enter a field and work his dog down wind; a handler of a dug, 
therefore, has the right to demand, when directed to draw a Held, 
to go down and work up wind, and although it might give the 
judges some trouble to retrace their steps, yet they have uo right 
to jeopardize the chances of a dog by refusing such a request, as 
they are there to give every dog an equal chance; any dog com¬ 
pelled to work down wind Is running with heavy odds against 
him. Quails we know, do withhold tliclr scent; bow, we do not 
know, and cannot discuss this already worn threudbare subject; 
suffice it that any sportsman who has shot quails knows that a 
flushed covey, marked down ever so accurately, are almost imposs- 
sible to find if followed immediately. A dog with the most pow¬ 
erful nose will he ballied. The sportsmau who Hushes a covey 
and makes them down, never thinks of following them up im¬ 
mediately, as he knows the difficulty of finding them, and that 
under ordinary circumstances he cannot get points on them, out 1ms 
to take them by flushes. He will therefore leave them to find another 
covey and return to them wlicu he thinks a sufficient length of time 
has elapsed, wherein they have moved about aud distributed tlieir 
odor. Supposing, then, a dog in a trial has found u covey, aud it has 
been flushed and shot into by the handler and marked dow n; know¬ 
ing that, were he shooting for pleasure, he would either leave them 
to return to them after a while, or, if he followed them up, would 
expect to get flushes instead of points, for which he would not 
punish Ids dog, but for which, in a trial, the dog would be penal¬ 
ized, has he not the right to object to follow them immediately! 
We think he has. Or supposing a dog, which has hut one point 
to make to run his score out, finds a covey ami is taken up; haB 
not the haudler of the dog next put down the right to refuse to 
take his dog immediately' to the flushed covey marked down, 
when he knows the chances are ten for flushes to one for a point! 
We think he has. Again, supposing a covey or a single bird, as 
it may be, is marked down in a slough or tbicket of briars where 
the same odds are good for flushes against points, has he not the 
right to refuse to jeopardize the chances of his dog! We think 
he has. The argument of those who believe the judges to be om¬ 
nipotent, that were the handler of the dog shooting for either 
pleasure or profit, he. would not leave the birds there, has no 
weight, for the reason that in such a ease he would expect to get 
more flushes than points, aud going there, knowing such to be 
the fact, would not punish his dog for flushes, but would be pre¬ 
pared to shoot at his birds flushed, whereas, iu a field trial such 
considerations do not prevail; but a Hush before a dog is a flush 
whether in the open, ill a slough, or in the densest cover. 

And now' for another point, aud of importance as bear¬ 
ing, perhaps, ou the future conduct of the dog in the trial, and 
then we pass to the judges. A dog has come to a point; the 
judges direct the handler to flush the bird immediately the point 
is established; the handler having accustomed his dog to hold his 
point for a while, with the object of making him and koeping 
him staunch, is perfectly justified to demand the right to keep the 
dog on his point for a reasonable length of time before flushing; 
especially if it be the first point of his score; it may have the ef¬ 
fect, from the deviation from tils regular custom, to unsteady 
the dog on his future points. With a young dog, particularly, 
is such likely to be the ease. 

That the judges must have some authority over the handlers 
of the dogs, it would be prejudicial to the best, interests of trials 
and the observance of order, as well as expediting them to advo¬ 
cate to the contrary; but we maintain the handlers of dogs giv¬ 
ing their support to and maintaining the trials, their rights aud 
privileges cannot be ignored. A handler ordered to draw a field 
has uo right to object. Each one cannot expect uor could he be per¬ 
mitted to choose his own ground for hunting his dog, as at that 
rate he might choose fields to reach which the consumption of 
time would seriously impede the progress of the trial; but we 
maintain the privileges of objection we have advanced in their 
favor are valid. 

A very Important point, and absolutely necessary for a fair and 
impartial trial, is the shooting over each point. A dog cannot 
be properly tested unless this is done. A dog, quite as much as 
any other animal, is a creature of habit. Accustomed In his 
breaking and working to have the rises to bis points shot at, in a 
trial where they are not, he either loses Interest in his work or re¬ 
garding it as play, becomes demoralized, and fails to exhibit his 
best form. On the other hand, there are dogs which after being 
Bhot over two or three times iooBe their head and become wild, 
and break and chase. Such an instance we positively know of at 
the Iowa trials. A dog which made a good showing was shot 
over only twice, for the reason that bis handler knew that the 
chances were two to one that at the third shot he would break 
shot and chase the very next bird he came on. As a matter of 
Justice to all, and for the true interests of trials, the handlers of 
dogs should be compelled to shoot at each rise. Moreover, in the 
Champion and Brace Stakes, as there are points for retrieving, 
the dogs should be compelled to retrieve each bird killed from be¬ 
fore their points. Also, a dog should be, for the judge’s satis¬ 
faction, as to hie staunchness, kept on his point a reasonable 
length of time._ 


Tiir. Nashville Field Trials. —In our announcement of the 
programme of the Nashville field trials the printer and proof 
reader got It that the trialB would commence Tuesday, whereas it 
should have been Monday, Nov. 13. At the conclusion of ti le 
Puppy Stakes, with which the trials will open at 8 o’clock. Mon¬ 
day morning, the Champion Stakes will be the next run; then the 
Brace Stakes, and last of all, the 8t. Louis Kennel Club Stakes 
for puppies under twelve months. In addition to the prizes in 
the stakes, the secretary, H. C. Prltchitt, gives $35 In gold to the 
trainer of the best puppy in the Puppy Stakes; the president 
V. L. Kirkman, gives $25, in gold, to the trainer of the best dog or 
bitch in the Champion Stakes, and J. P. Nicholson, of the. ex¬ 
ecutive committee, donates $35 in gold to the trainer of the best 
brace in the Brace Stakes. Special trains will run ou the N. (j. 
i& St. L. R.R. each morning to the grounds, Belle Meade, Geu. 
Harding’s plantation, six miles west of Nashville, and return 
each night at the conclusion of the trials. As we announced last 
week, special arrangements have been made witli the Maxwell 
House to accommodate those attending the trials and tournament 
at $2 a day each. 

Arrangements have beeu made with the railrouds to take those 
attending the trials and tournament at reduced rates from Lex¬ 
ington, Louisville, Memphis, Knoxville, Chattanooga, St. Louis 
and Montgomery. 


The St. Louis Bench Show. —It is a settled fact that St. Louis, 
will have a bench show during February or March. It is pro¬ 
posed to hold it ou a grand scale, and include all breeds of dogs. 
The cash prizes will amount to $3,000; besides several special 
prizes in cash and the various articles which are donated f' r such 
purposes. Already more than half the money has been raised 
by subscription, and as soon as the balance is subscribed the full 
amount will be deposited in bank for the purpose of paying the 
prizes. This settles the question of a bench show in Chicago, as 
it will be folly to have one at or near the same time. It is pro¬ 
posed by the St. Louis sportsmen, by whom the money for this 
show is subscribed, to give in 1879 a bench show' in Chicago, aud 
so alternate between tile two cities. Alas! alas! tho apathy of 
the sportsmen in Chicago is something terrible. To think that 
we could have had sueli a magnificent show in Chicago this Win¬ 
ter, but for lack of enterprise and interest in it it has to go to 
St. Louis. That everything will be done which can in any way 
contribute to its success we have no more doubt than that- in 
point of numbers of dogs and patronage from the public, it will 
meet the fullest expectations of its originators and man¬ 
agers, for we know by experience that what St. Louis does in the 
way of dog shows it docs well. 


The O’Leauy-Ennis 'Walk.— Elsewhere will be found the 
articles binding the one hundred mile walking match betweeu 
Daniel O'Leary and John Ennis. Both men are In active train¬ 
ing, and straining every energy to obtain the fullest preparation 
for the contest. O’Lea'rj takes most of his exercise iu Douglas 
Park, while John Ennis is doing most of his training in-doors, in 
ids own gymnasium, at 280 Wabash avenue, where he lias a fine 
track laid out, and gymnastic apparatus of every kind to hand. 
The match will commence Saturday, November 10th.

The American Antelopes.

Tiic groat plains of the West have afforded to sportsmen auil 
tourists few more attractive features than the American or prong- 
tiorned antelope (Anlilucapra Americana).

prairies, and foE several summers they have been daily, almost 
Iwurly, objects of my admiration. 

Their peculiar habits necessarily prevent their remaining in set¬ 
tled regions. Unlike the deer family that find shelter in forests 
or rocky ravines, away from the observation of their enemies, the 
prong horns seek the most conspicuous localities on the tops of 
hills and divides, or at the heads of ravines and the smaller 
water-courses, where their almost wonderful vigllauee readily 
warns them of the approach of danger. The power of sight and 
the extreme wariness which these animals possess fill even the ex¬ 
perienced observer with fresh surprise, and the Inexperienced 
sjiortsman with chagrin. The horseman riding over the trackless 
wilds of Western Kansas or Colorado Is constantly observing far 
away on the horizon, mere specks of moving life "bounding away 
with more than the fieetuess of the greyhound, till in u few mo¬ 
ments they are lost to his gaze. Their watchful atteution, ever on 
the alert, will notice the approach of an nnusual object even be¬ 
fore they themselves are distinguishable from the surrounding 
prairies. Unlike the buffalo, whose power of sight Is compara¬ 
tively feeble, but which will scent danger from a very great dis¬ 
tance, the antelopes depend almost exclusively upon their acute 
vision for safety. I have frequently watched them, from some 
sheltered spot near at hand, while they have been quietly grazing, 
with almost every mouthful of food cropped from the short, crisp, 
nutritious buffalo grass that they like so well, the suspicious ani¬ 
mals raise their heads erect and gaze about them. This is especially 
true of the male, he being most frequently the first to apprise 
herd of danger; he also possesses more of that curiosity that so 
often proves fatal. These animals, however, readily become ac¬ 
customed to even the strangest objects'if stationary or permanent. 
They will often graze quietly within a few hundred yards of a 
railroad station, nor even show very much fear at passing trains; 
hut their timidity at the approach of human beings is rarely less¬ 
ened. Their Instinct has taught them that man is their worst enemy. 

Their long association with the buffalo, of which they have not 
the slightest fear, renders them indifferent to the presence of do¬ 
mesticated cattle, with which they will mingle freely, feeding qui¬ 
etly side by side. It is in such cases that the hunter can approach 
them most easily, as they lose much of their habitual watchfulness 
when iu large herds, whether of their own kind, or of buffaloes, or 
cattle. A friend—a cattle owner on the plains—gives an ac¬ 
count of a male which became so attached to a herd of cattle 
that, he seldom left them, and for nearly three months allowed 
himself to l>e driven about with his new-found companions, 
showing his instinctive, timidity only at the approach of a strange 
herder. He finally abandoned the herd when driven to a new 
pasture ground. 

Although so very timid in the feral state, they may be tamed 
with the utmost facility, evincing an unusual degree of affection 
for their master, or more especially their mistress. The great del¬ 
icacy of their flesh as food, together, with the hardiness the ani¬ 
mals exhibit in a wild state, renders the question an interesting one, 
whether the antelope might not he advantageously added to the 
list of domesticated animals. 

When quite young, or a few weeks or so after birth, the “kids”* 
show a strange lack of fear, and, if approached gently while lying 
down, will allow themselves to be eaught without resisting, and 
afler a few plaintive bleats and a little caressing, will often fol¬ 
low their captor, nor permit themselves to be eluded I The young, 
which are dropped betweeu the 15th or 10th of May and the first 
week in June, are almost Invariably twins. For a short time pre¬ 
vious to their birth, the doe, absenting herself from her compan¬ 
ions, seeks a somewhat secluded spot near the head of a ravine, 
where her kids remain for a few days, till they attain sufficient 
strength of limb to keep pace with the adults. The kids are very 
playful, and there are few more pleasant sights presented by mam¬ 
mals than the gambols of these beautiful little creatures as they 
leap about and push each other, occasionally making their sedate 
mother an unwilling party In their sports. The doe frequently 
leaves them to graze a mile or two distant, and the kids when tired 
of playing with each other, will find Imaginary playfellows in 
dumps of grass or tall weeds. The friend previously spoken of, 
relates an incident that is worthy of reproduction here. One day 
leaving two quite young calves iu a secluded spot, and returning 
m an hour or two, he was amused upon nearing them to find a doe 
complacently looking on while her young kids, having induced the 
calves to become their willing playmates, were gayly frolicking 
with tlielr new acquaintances. 

The young very soon attain their full stature, and by the follmv- 
mg December arc scarcely distinguishable from the adult. It is 
eery rare that a non-preguant female Is shot in the spring, and 
mere is but little doubt that the antelope breeds at the end of the 
, 1 year. The period of gestation Is apparently a little more 
■nan eight months. 

From early Spring till September, herd sembraelng more than a 
' Wen individuals are seldom seen—the males usually keeping 
mure or less isolated. They feed upon the uplands daring the day, 
approaching the water-courses or standing pools only later In the 
afternoon. At night their favorite resorts arc near the heads of 
ravines or other secluded spots, arid they frequently lie In the 
morning till the sun Is some distance above the horizon.

. ?">ount of curiosity strangely at variance with their habitual 
< "udlty, Any slowly moving or obscure object when seen at a 
™"rt distance, for the first time, will almost Invariably command 
mclr Instant attention, rendering them undecided ami bewildered, 
rather by moving from side to side in a quick startled manner, or 
“funding perfectly motionless with head highly erect, at the 
mine time repeating their peculiar shrill snort or whistle, they ex- 
4 •udlcrous mingling of fear and inquisitiveness. So long as 
W ohjeetkeeps In sight they continue to approach, often to within 
a few rods; hut the moment they are fully satisfied of danger, or 
: “j ob ject disappears, they are off with the fleetness of the wind, 
jut often stopping till one or two miles are between them and the 
mtger. The hunter frequently takes advantage of this trait to 
'lure his game within easy range. A fluttering cloth, the barrel 
nfi 8 r *** e ’ 0r *'* le bun f° r ’ 8 fi®sis as ho lies upon the ground, are 
i .a ""filclent, to attract them.

the attempt would be to follow them, I set out in pursuit. On 
seeing them go over the brow of a neighboring hill, I crept, cau¬ 
tiously for several hundred yards till I reached its summit. Then 
rising to my feet I was myself startled by a shrill snort immedi¬ 
ately behind me, and turning about perceived the animals gazing 
at me iu Intense astonishment hut eight or ten rods away. They 
must have followed me for nearly a quarter of a mile as I crept 
along in the early dusk. 

When wounded and brought to bay they rarely evince any pug¬ 
nacity—In singular contrast with the mule deer (Ceri/un maerulu) 
of the same regious. I have known a buck when disabled and 
eaught to stand bleatiug piteously while Its throat was cut. Oc¬ 
casionally, however, they will turn and fight with desperation, us¬ 
ing both their feet and horns. 

Iu the regions where they abound they decrease slowly by rea¬ 
son of their enemies. .They are difficult game even to the pro¬ 
fessional hunter, aud certainly not many fall victims to the 
wolves. Several times I have watched the attempts of coyotes to 
prey upon them, but never with success. The wolves crawling 
through the grass attempt to seize their victims by stealth, for, 
notwithstanding Mark Twain’s very graphic description of the 
speed of the eoyotes, they are hardly a match for the antelopes. 
The warning snort of a buck quickly brings the herd compactly 
together upon some 'eminence, when the males gathered about, 
watch sharply the movements of their enemy; when closely pressed 
they take refuge In flight. 

There has been much dispute as to whether the male antelope 
habitually sheds his horns. The weight of evidence is strongly in 
favor of it; but I should hesitate before positively affirming It my¬ 
self. At all events the new horns must attain their strength and 
size very soon after the disappearance of the former ones. A fe¬ 
male Is occasionally shot having a remarkable development of ru¬ 
dimentary horns; in one instance, a doe with kids had horns that 
measured four Inches, with the prongs proportionately developed. 
Their horns arc, however, soft and pliable, with thu rudimentary 
horn-core but little if any developed. 

Iu conclusion, I would call the attention of naturalists to thu im¬ 
portance of securing legal protection for this, one of the most in¬ 
teresting of all American mammals, that it may not share the fate 
that is fast overtaking the buffalo. The antelope can never exist 
in even a moderately inhabited country. The vasL unproductive 
region of Western Kansas and Eastern Colorado will he its home 
so long as this region remains comparatively unsettled, provided 
suitable legislation can be effected iu its favor.— The American 
Naturalist. 


The Pennsylvania State Sportsmen’s Association. 


The annnual meeting of the Pennsylvania State Association for 
the Protection of Fish and Game, was held in Pittsburgh, iu tho 
rooms of the Sportsmen’s Club of Western Pennsylvania, on the 
9th Inst. To a correspondent we are iudebted for the following 
account of the proceedings: 

Mr. Robert Daizcll, of Allegheny, the president of the associa¬ 
tion, presided, and Mr. B. F. Dorranec, of Wilkcsbarre, the re¬ 
cording secretary, was present The association has for its ob¬ 
ject the enforcement of laws against the killing or sellingof game 
oat of season, and the advancement of fellowship, unanimity and 
a higher standard of aetiou among sportsmen. It is composed of 
regularly organized clubs throughout the State. Some twenty 
delegates were In attendance, representing the Philadelphia 
Sportsmen’s Club, the Luzerne County Sportsmen’s Club, the 
Sportsmen’s Club of Western Pennsylvania, Burks County Game 
and Fish Association, Forester’s Association of Beaver Valley, 
Sharon Sportsmen's Association, Greenville Sportsmen’s Club, 
and the Huntingdon County Game and Fish Association. 

The minutes of the meeting held at Philadelphia last year, and 
also of the special session at Harrisburg, iu February last, were 
read and approved. Reports were then called for, and that of 
Mr. J. D. Dougherty, of Harrisburg, tile treasurer, was lead, rep¬ 
resenting a balance of $83.43 in the treasury. 

Mr. Dorranec, the secretary, us one of tile delegation to thu 
National Association, called to meet at Syracuse, N. V., reported 
that no meeting was held, as only himself and two others were 
present. The next meeting of the National Association will he 
held at Wilkcsbarre, Pa., on the second Tuesday of June next. 

Mr. J. B. Reno, of the Forresters’ Associaton of Beaver Valley, 
offered a resolution that the committee on Game Laws he in¬ 
structed to prepare amendments to the game laws of the State, 
aud to use the influence of the association to have them passed 
at the next session of the legislature, to the effect that the laws 
relating to the protection of wild turkeys, quails, ruffed grouse, 
pinnated grouse aud woodcocks be so changed as to make the 
close seasod from January 1 to October 15, and that sections 
relating to the protection of squirrels and rabbits be stricken out. 

The resolution, after Borne discussion, was adopted. 

It was then proposed that the committee on game laws also 
take into consideration amendments proposed at the special 
meeting of the association at Harrisburg. These were read and 
informally acted upon, occupying most, of the session. 

Among the amendments proposed were a number of new sec¬ 
tions, one making it unlawful to kill will geese and dueks be¬ 
tween tlie first day of April and the first day of September, aud 
another providing for granting of search warrant where good 
cause exists for supposing game killed out of season is concealed. 
It is proposed that the open season for ruffed grouse shall he from 
September 15 to December 15 in each year; that the open 
season for brook trout be from April 1 to August 1; that no 
person shall kill any trout, cutting out the penalty for having iu 
possession; that the close season for yellow, willow, rock or black 
bass shall be from January 1 to July 1, and prohibiting the 
use of outline; that twenty fish wardens he appointed at a salary 
not to exceed *50 per annum. Another proposed uew seetiou 
provides that fifteen days after the times mentioned In the act, so 
far as relates to the close seasons for shooting and Hshiug, uo 
person shall have in their possession any of the therein mentioned 
game or game fish, and ttie possession of the same shall he /irima 
facie evidence of a violation of the act, etc. It was further rec¬ 
ommended that tho word “unlawfully” he stricken out wherever 
It occurs in the law of 1876. 

The next business of the association was the election of offi¬ 
cers for 1877-78, ami a committee, appointed for the purpose, 
nominated the following, who were unanimously chosen: 

President, Robert Daizcll, of Allegheny; First Vice President, 
D. W. Seiler, of Harrisburg; Second, J. H. Reno, of New 
Brighton; Third, B. W. Richards, of Philadelphia; Fourth, F. E. 
Blunt, of Sharon. Recording Secretary, B. F. Dorranec, of 
Wilkcsbarre. Corresponding Secretary, A. M. Whistler, of New 
Brighton. Treasurer, J. A. Harper, of Pittsburgh.

Thompson, Bettj. W. Richards, J. C. Brown. 

Fislt Committee—D. W. Seller, Dr. W. F. Fundcnburg and M. 
H. Brooks, of Greenville.

Extermination of (tame in India. 


New York, Oct. 32, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field:—I t Is a long time since I have in¬ 
dulged in an airing of my nom t le plume in your pages, hut seeing 
an extract from Land anti Water about game extermination in 
India, 1 thought I would add my mite on that point. 

Seven years ago the native soldiery were not so freely indulged 
as is evidenced by the article above mentioned. Some of the Eu¬ 
ropean soldiers used to go out and try to make battues of antel¬ 
opes in the wet season, hut thu antelopes were too 

canning for them. They had learned from hitter ex- 

e.xpericuce that a human being dressed as a European anywhere in 
their neighborhood meant the sudden report of fire-arms and prob¬ 
able death to one of their number- They had reaeomxl within them¬ 
selves, evidently, on this point, and discovered the uvurege dis¬ 
tance from which they were tired at by these forcign-gurbed bipeds, 
and had issued a sort of bulletin regarding the summaries of 
their observations, for herds or single antelopes would allow a 
white man to approach to within 250 or 800 yards without taking 
much notice of him, but beyond that, lie must get by stealth and 
and superior cunning. 

On the other hand, they had lived for ages on the. vast.plains and 
among the crops, unharmed by ttie ordinary tiller of the soil, aud Imd 
become accustomed to him and Ids harinlessiiess. The same herd 
of antelopes that would not allow a European to approach within 
300 yards would let a native walk to within i! I tv yards of them with¬ 
out showing the least alarm; ami the noisy, rackety country carts 
were allowed the same immunity from suspicion. The European 
took advantage of this luck of suspicion and used ihc country 
cart as a means of approaching within range of the unsuspecting 
game, and thus laid low many a line buck that otherwise would 
have lived lougev to grace the herd. 

I suppose that years of experience have made antelopes a little 
sliy of country carts as beiug occasionally dangerous. 

The mitivcsoUliory oil duly wear their native garb, ami appear 
to tho anuiopes no more harmful than any other native, uml it is 
for this reason that they have been able to approach sufficiently 
near herds as to make such terrible slaughter. 1 doubt much if 
the average native soldier is any better marksman than the aver¬ 
age European soldier, hut ho certainly can shoot far better at fifty 
yards than a European at 250 yards. 

As a sportsman 1 am glail to know that there is at Inst some 
hopes of preserving the game Iu India, for it is a flue spoiling 
field, lint even us our own vast fields are becoming depopulated 
of their/arm naturte, so will the forests and plains of India. But 
there is a worse enemy to game than the sepoy (native soldier). 
There is iu India a pot hunter almost as vile as the pot-hunter in 
this country; though perhaps excuse call he made for a poor 
wretch who actually so pot hunts for a hare existence, whereas 
your average xpvWtinMiH ; tol-hnnlcr has no excuse. 

These native hunters pursue their destruction chiefly during 
the hot weather. Then arc nearly all the rivers and streams dried 
up, and only here and there can water he found. Of course all 
animals come from miles around, twice a day at least, to slake 
their thirst at the few places where witter is, and of this con¬ 
course the pot-hunter takes advantage. He erects a screen of 
brush and houghs, ami posts himself behind it, not many feet 
from tile small water hole- The game cornea to drink, he it sam* 
bur, spotted deer, nliil ghau, or what not, is allowed to drink, 
aud as it turns and is some little distance from the water hole is, 
shot down. It is only not shot down over the water to prevent 
ils death struggles creating a disturbance. Need I say that such 
proceedings are eminently destructive! I think not; the facts 
speak for themselves, and the East Indian government will have 
to put a stop to tlie work of these poachers before doing any 
material good. 

Sometimes the biter gets bitten. I can recall one instance of 
this fact to memory now. One of these poachers Imd set up bis 
screen, and posted himself for his victims, and whilst waiting the 
time of their arrival imd pulled out his pipe and commenced smok¬ 
ing. Thai smoke was Ids last. A cunning old tiger—a man- 
eater of tlie deepest dye—which either caught a whiff of the to¬ 
bacco, or on general principles, came up behind tlie expectant 
pot-hunter, and just lifted him out from behind his screen. Tlie 
eiyne told tlie tale all too plainly, and the mangled hams and dis¬ 
jointed leg was evidence of tlie prowler’s meal, and the poetical 
justice that betel tlie poacher. Doubtless you wisli there were u 
few man-eaters about Illinois to pick up a few of those “honor¬ 
able sportsmen” who shoot before tlie law allows of shooting.

Good Duck Shooting. 

LaCiwsse, Wis., Oct. 17, 1877. 

Editou CUICAoo Field:— Just home again after a brief 
absence—after dueks—so I thought I would send a few lines to 
tell you where to get lots of that kind of game, although I sup¬ 
pose you have a good many near your city. Well, we went up 
the Mississippi, about twelve miles from here, to a place called 
Dakota, a little waysabovc Dresliach, and went intoeumpduring a 
terrible rain, accompanied by thunder and lightning. After a few 
hours'of rest tve started out in pursuit of mallards, which we 
found iu abundance; also, redheads, teals and blackheads; in 
fact, we were constantly shooting and reloading, during the three 
hours of unceasing flight, after which we acre glad to retire to 
our camp, where we stayed till about live o’clock e. when the 
BlHKitlngcommciiccd again. I believe there weremillioiisof ducks, 
certainly I cannot remember for years to have seen more of them 
at one time. The result of our shooting was eighty-three mallards 
and redheads, eight, teals, five blackheads, and live chickens 
(which were Hying south in great numbers) to two guns, during a 
morning aud evening flight. 

I was satisfied—in fact, too much so—being fill il't'ly worn out. 
By the way, I shot Dftmar powder most of llic time, hut found 
that it had no very great advantage over Mack powder—tlie re¬ 
coil being about tlie same, noise also, and Hie smoke very little 
less than that of black powder. I may have rammed it down a 
little too hard; one thing I must say, it seemed to give very good 
penetration, killing tlie ducks stone dead. 

After having Imd a good night's rest, I again entered my office 
this morning, and was agreeably surprised hy the arrival of the 
genial sportsmen and dog-fin icier, Mr. Geo. It. Ciason, of Mil¬ 
waukee, who brought with him his two tine dogs—Koval Duke, 
out of LotV(iiow True) iiy I’srlowitz, anil his beautiful Gordon 
hitch Queen, out of Duchess by Mar. Royal Duke looked elegant, 
although having just reent ered from a laid attack of distemper;

tree tops. I have seen the rabbits and the rooks hold meetings, 
but they never seemed miserable and unhappy over them, and 
never seemed to think it was wicked for the youugsters to have 
a good romp after the business was over, so I suppose that their 
meetings were not religious, but quite otherwise. It seemed to 
me that man alone was oppressed with religion, and that 1 of all 
humanity, was the most hedged around with this invention or the 
arch enemy. 

I had one pleasure, however, and one pastime which was very 
prcclouB to me. 1 had read a groat deal about hawking and the 
art of falconry in an old work which had belonged to my mater¬ 
nal grandfather and was, with some other old relics, stored away 
in the lumber room.

I had from time to time several sparrow-hawks and kestrels un¬ 
der very fair control, and used to take them out with me in my 
long rambles aud fly them at larks, thrtislics, and occasionally at 
pigeons. My father took no exception to my keeping of these, 
nor any pet stock, for he thought I was studying tile habits of 
the animals and acquiring a love for natural history. He never 
had read of the noble art of falconry, or if he had, had forgotten 
all about it. for it never seemed to have entered into his tiead that 
I was enjoying the pleasures of the chase right royally. It is true 
I had uo lordly goshawk nor kingly peregrine to fly upwards In 
narrowing circles in pursuit of the heron or wild duck; hut 1 had 
ray hawks, right gallant little fellows, that wonld chase and kill 
their prey in line style, and once a little merlin that feared noth¬ 
ing. My enjoyment of these hunts were intense, but like all 
mundane pleasures they were bound to have an end. 

The end was as follows: I had lately got into fine trim a fine 
hen aparrowhawk; she was usually large and courageous and had 
stricken down some wood pigeons for me in gallant style. I was 
very proud of my gallant bird and had never failed to turn tier 
loose at any quarry. It was late one October that I was far away 
from home and returning thither, when from off a bit of swamp 
suddenly rose a fine cock-pheasant. In an instant my hawk was 
unhooded and, catching sight of her game, cast off to speed after 
the flying pheasant towards the not very distant cover. 1 ran in 
pursuit. She struck her game on the edge of the plantation and 
hawk and quarry fell just this side of the fence. 1 was quickly 
up to them, had rchooded the hawk and was 
standing admiring the magnificent plumage of the pheasant 
when a rough grasp was placed upon ray shoulder: 
“I have got you, have I; blarst me if I thought as it was tliis-a- 
way my birds got poached.” For an instant I was astonished into 
qulesence and silence, but now Btrove to get free, but the keeper 
was too much for me. A whistle boou summoned assistance and 
I was hauled off to the “house" and into the presence of his 
“ludship." I was interrogated as to who I was, and upon giving 
my name, Lord Chivy, for as such I afterwards kuew him well, 
gave a long, low whistle and made a remark somewhat derogatory 
to my father’s mode, of education. 

However, to cut the matter short, I was sent home with a note 
and a keeper in charge; my hawk and captured pheasant were 
confiscated; and on my arrival home and the perusal of the note, 
there was a scene. My father most unjustly accused me of de¬ 
ceit; wrote a letter to Lord Chivy hoping he would prosecute, 
and ordered me to confine myself to my room till further notice. 

At my age, and with my hot blood, nothing but my mother's 
tender teachings kept me from rebellion. 

After three days I was called before my father, and informed 
that Lord Chivy had refused to prosecute; that I had proved my¬ 
self unworthy of home, and that I should be sent up to London 
to live with an uncle who would put me to work in his counting- 
house, and watch over me in his home to see that I was not wholly 
absorbed wholly by the evii one. 

This was punishment with a vengeance. Imagine me, accus¬ 
tomed all my life, to the wild, free country air; to the birds, the 
trees, the flowers, the babbling brooks, cooped up in vast, sffloky 
London. My soul revolted at the idea, and I would have cried, 
“I have sinned,” but that I burned indignantly at the injustice of 
the treatment I was suffering. 

I did not then know what I soon learned; but of my doings 
in the world’s metropolis, I have now no space to speak.

A Few Words. 

BY OENIO C. 8COTT. 

From the appointment of Spencer F. Baird, about eight years 
since, as Commissioner of Fisheries for the United States, the 
commencement of the work of Improving the inland fisheries of 
the States and Territories may be dated. It Ib true that the New 
England States had prior to this made rather marked progress in 
fish culture, and many of the lakes and ponds were stocked with 
black baas, and a few rivers with salmon. The commisssoncrs of 
those States also erected Ash-passes, so that the fish might sur¬ 
mount the falls and dams on the river and migrate unimpeded 
from the estuaries of rivers to the fountain-heads of streams to 
spawn. But apart from the New England States, nothing of im¬ 
portance was done tu the way of improving the Inland flaheries 
until Mr. Baird’s appointment. 

Now, I read in the Chicago Field, of the I3tli inst., that five 
millions of eggs of the California salmon hod just been received 
by refrigerator car from the M’Cloud river, and the ear opened 
and the egga distributed for the waters of twenty-six States, as di¬ 
rected by the U. 8. Commissioner, besides providing uuder care of 
the accomplished Fred Mather, about a million of eggs for stock¬ 
ing the waters of several states in Europe with tho Californio sal¬ 
mon (Salmo quiiuii), which is Bald to be much more easily propa¬ 
gated and to thrive in waters of a higher degree of temperature 
than is necessary for the eabno talar. This Is a glorious record for 
the first year after the Centennial. The increase of lisli-food and 
cheapening angler’s fishes may now be set down as an accom¬ 
plished work of the United States. Not only is the time soon to 
arrive when every laborer may enjoy the luxury of salmon aud 
green peas, but those contemplative philosophers—the anglers of 
tho Union—will And the area of their triumphs enlarged, aud 
there will be good angling everywhere. 

I notice with interest, an article in No. 9 of the Chicago Field, 
upon nomenclature, by Fred Mather. He Is certainly correct in 
stating that the fishes of this country should he classified and 
named, so that at any place the inhabitants may know a salmon 
from a perch, or from the diminutive pike, called a pickerel in 
some places, and In others the donee; and that the beautifully 
speckled trout should not be disgraced by naming a perch or rock- 
bass after him. But witli the general diffusion of the science und 
practicability of flsh-culture, the true names of most fishes will be 
common to everyone. Of course, tho United States society for 
flsh-culture would be doing a general service, if It would cata¬ 


logue the fishes of America and give them their scientific aud gen¬ 
erally accepted names. 

The fish which in Western New York and along the lines of the 
great lakes has generally been known as the “inuscalungu," Mr. 
Mather calls the “muskailonge," staling that it is derived from 
the French name “masqueaiongc—long face, and is very appro¬ 
priate.” In this opinion I disagree with Mr. Mather. It is true 
that the Frenchman, when lie first saw the fish exclaimed, quel 
matque-longe ! what a long jaw. But the Frenchman was not the 
original discoverer of the fish. The Ojibway Indians were the 
discoverers, and they named it maskl-non-ya: which signi¬ 
fies long snout. I therefore contend that maskinonga is correct, 
as being the sanction of usage In the right of all discoverers to 
give names to their discoveries. And I am further in favor of 
that orthography, because the Cauadiau government recognizes 
the right of the Ojibway, naming the Ash inaskinongo or maski- 
nonga, in all tlieir state papers aud fishery laws. 

I uotice there is a great difference between the field sports out 
West—heyoml sundown—like the vicinity of Chicago, for exam¬ 
ple, and the sports in the Atlantic States. Thus, in Ulster county, 
N. V., last summer, near a hotel kept for accommodating New 
Yorkers with fresh air, mirth and fresh eggs, two city guests 
sauntered nearly a half-mile from the hotel, where their eyes were 
were regaled witli the eight of over one hundred rattlesnakes. 
They killed seventy-three, and it was not a first-class morning 
for snakes, either. The ottier day, was seen, by the daughter of 
a brother sportsman, in a neighboring State, a suake crawl out 
from the cellar wall of their dwelling, closely followed by a rat, 
and when about a rod from the house ill the front yard, the rat 
attacked tile snake and the light lasted about a minute, when the 
rat retired from the combat, retreating to the wall. The young 
lady at once dispatched the snake with an ax. On examining 
tile reptile, it was found to he miuua its tall, which was probably 
bitten off by the rat while in the wall. The snake, was a black 
copperhead, or pilot, from the bite of whicli no person has ever 
been known to rccuver. Who, hereafter, will say that rats are of 
no use in any ease? 

Blooming-grove Park is less than six hours by rail from New 
York. It Includes 12,050 acres, mostly forest, witli eight small 
lakes stocked with black-bass, pickerel, perch, etc., ami two trout 
streams which teem with speckled beauties. The Club House is a 
large commodious hotel, built to accommodate lovers of Held 
sports; and it is presided over by a first-class cook, The price of 
board and attendance to members of the association, is one dollar 
and a half a day. There are always at the house a number of 
excellent setters and pointers for the benefit of guests, with ex¬ 
perienced guides. The park is stocked with numerous deer, a 
few elk and bear, and a world of ruffed grouse which the gunner 
or pedestrian cannot help flushing at every few rods. The mar¬ 
gins of the lakes having been sowed with wild rice, ducks of 
all kinds and a few geese are to lie seen there, while snipes of sev 
era! kinds arc numerous. It will therefore be seen that both 
Fishrod ami Nimrod have inland fresh-wateq'sports in abundance 
and of first-class, within a few hours from New York and Phila¬ 
delphia. 

But, speak of angling, at our present writing; there is no 
place like the vicinity of the city of New York for the preseul 
numerous shoals of striped bass aud blue flab. An angler fishing 
last Wednesday at the Plot, below Bedloc’s island, in our bay, 
took sixty-five pounds of striped bass at a single tide, and it is 
not at all uncommon for anglers to go from home in the forenoon 
aud return home before night, having taken from fifteen to thirty 
bass as tlieir mess; and 1 need not tell the editor of the Chicago 
Field, that the striped bass is eminently the highest game fish of 
the United States. 

Of blue fish, it is not uncommon to take over a barrel a day on 
a single troll, sailing from Canarsle out of Jamaica bay and down 
over lower hay to the Light Strip, near the Narrows. But it is 
not high sport. Takes by trolling are trophies of luck, and there 
is no art to be displayed, except to rig outriders and fasten troll¬ 
ing lines to them, and there are usually more blue fish taken on 
two outriders one each side the yacht—than on four band-lines. 

Sheep's-head and king-fish are leaving for winter-quarters, 
though a few takes are of daily occurrence on the hay near 
Ciuiarsie. These are better fish fur the table than any fishes of 
Western waters, except those of the genus salnio; and the Span¬ 
ish mackerel and corn, of which there still linger a few which 
have not struck tents for winter-quarters. 

The Island bassing clubs have all closed the fishing season, 
and left their elegant club houses to the care of wardens, who, as 
tile preseut is the best part of the season for angling, arc reaping 
rich harvests and sending the striped bass they take to Fulton 
market. 

The angling season is winding up and I will reel np, witli tho 
remark, that within the radius of one hundred miles from New 
York, is included the richest area of field and water sports to he 
found Oil any domain of equal size in America.
